London, Sept. 5.— The latest news 


received in this city from various 
points in South Africa is vague and 
contradictory. 
Nothing 
more is 


known regarding the status of the 
negotiations between Great Britain 
and the Transvaal than that learned 
yesterday. 


The officials of the British war of- 


fice emphatically deny that the re- 
serves have been called out or that 
any steps have been taken to that 
end. 


The afternoon papers follow 
the 


lead of the morning papers in tak- 
ing an extremely grave view of the 
situation, although the war 
office 


denial somewhat tends to allay the 
wildly alaimist reports current late 
last night. 


The Boer organ here, the Standard 


and Diggers' News, today prints a 
dispatch from Pretoria saying that 
the tension there was apparently less 
severe and that it was believed ar- 
rangements for the proposed confer- 
ence at Cape Town would be com- 
pleted, although President Kruger, 
of the Transvaal republic, was un- 
likely to attend. 


A GRAVE VIEW. 


The opinion of those who regard 


the beginning of a war 
between 


Great Britain and the Transvaal as 
only a matter of a short time, 
is

MAKES NEW OCEAN RECORD. 


New York, Sept. 5.-The North 


German Lloyd steamer Kaiser Wil- 
helm der Grosse arrived this morn- 
ing from Bremen, Southampton and 
Cherbourg after a record passage of 
five days, eighteen hours and fifteen 
minutes, beating her best previous 
westward Cheibourg passage by two 
hours and fifty-three minutes. The 
Kaiser covered a distance of 3,049 
knots at an average speed of 22.08 
knots per hour. This is over the 
northerly, or as it is called, the shoi t 
course, and she has made less aver- 
age speed than on the record broken, 
which was 22.31.

OPTIMIS'"'' NEWS. 


The second edition of the Times, 


issued this morning, contains a dis- 
patch from Pretoria under date of 
September 4, saying: 


"The predominant view is that the 


last dispatch opens up the way to a 
modus Vivendi, inasmuch as the pro- 
posals of Mr. Chamberlain (British 
secretary of state for the colonies), 
relating to the seven-year franchise, 
have been practically complied with. 
This is the result of the influence of 
Herr Fischer (the special agent of 
the Orange Free State) with the 
raad."

MAYOR FARLEY SNUBBED. 


Cleveland, O., Sept. 5.—During the 


Labor day parade, in which nearly 
10,000 
workingmen 
participated, 


Mayor Farley was publicly srubbed. 
The parade formed on Erie street and 
marched along Superior street di- 
rectly In front of the city hall. Mayor 
Farley, who has done all in his power 
to put down lawlessness and disorder 
in connection with the street railway 
strike in this city, was seated in his 
office on the second floor of the city 
hall as the parade passed. As each 
organization in the parade reached 
the city hall the banners and flags 
which the paraders were carrying 
were suddenly lowered and masked 
There was about twenty-five bands 
in the parade and as each passed the 
city building their instrument? wer» 
mute. 
The moment the hall was 


passed, however, banners and flags 
were again waved in the air, while 
the bands again struck up lively airs. 
Only rne band violated this lule. It 
was ft Knights of Labor band which 
had been disbarred from the parade, 
but brought up in the rear.

passed the hall it played a national 
air.

"Down with Farley" were heard on 
all sides as the paraders marched 
past, yet the tall mayor did not 
budge from the position he occupied 
in his office.

M. LABORI'S REQUEST. 


When the open session of the court 


martial began M. Labori presented a 
formal application to the court for 
an order upon Major Carriere, the 
government commissary, to request 
the interested foreign governments, 
through diplomatic channels, com- 
municate to the court various docu- 
ments relating to the 
bordereau. 


M. Labori explained the purpose of 
the application by citing the fact 
that the court was now in an ex- 
tremely delicate situation, and added 
that he had pointed out to Major Car- 
riere, Colonel Schwartzkoppen 
and 


Signer Panizzardt as witnesses he 
deemed necessary to summon. 
M. 


Labori said he thought this 
step 


would worry nobody and that it was 
in conformity with precedents. 


Major CarrierfT replied that he did 


not think the government could ask 
another government for the restora- 
tion of documents. 
He 
suggested 


that the defense should- obtain and 
submit the papers semi-officially to 
the court. He saw no objection to 
hearing Colonel Schwartzkoppen and 
Signor Panizzardi if they consented 
to come. 


M. Palelogue said that, while M 


Labori's request seemed quite logical 
and just, there were diplomatic con- 
siderations which made it inadmiss- 
ible for the government to take such 
initiative as was proposed by counsel 
for the defense. 


Colonel Jouaust said 
the

would decide the matter later and 
meanwhile proceed with the taking 
of evidence. 


ESTERHAZY'S CONFESSION. 
The first witness who was called 


to the bar today was the reporter 
Bassett, whom the Matin sent

The 
witness deposed that Esterhazy con- 
fessed to him that he wrote the bor- 
dereau under orders from

READ ESTERHAZY LETTER.

"Society is today strangely out of 


balance. 
There is a lack of social 


equilibrium, and only as we restore 
this balance, only as our relations 
to another aie ndjusted according to 
the golden rule, shall we begin to 
realize the glories that await us as 
a people, as a state, and as a nation. 
In the families of the rich we have 
too little poverty, in the families of 
the poor too much poverty, with the 
result that there is discontent and 
unhappiness on the one hand and 
misery and wretchedness 
on 
the 


other. We are a nation of mammon 
worshipers. 
Gold has been our god. 


'Get' and 'keep' have been the first 
and last words of our national phil- 
osophy, and we have pursued this 
policy until we are well nigh face to 
face with disaster. Only the patriot- 
ism of the common people has saved 
us; only their love for one another 
has saved us p.nd our beloved nation 
from calamity. The same force that 
has saved us from calamity will lead 
us to freedom, to liberty and to a 
realization of our unity and equality 
foreshadowed by the founders of the 
government in the declaration of in- 
dependence. 


"The most serious obstacles in the 


way of the realization of the dreams 
of these patriots have been those 
agencies whose only 
purpose 
has 


been to separate the people, and to 
strive to make the people, naturally 
loving, just and kind, hate one an- 
other, instead of teaching them to 
love one another. 
These 
agencies 


are the political parties organized for 
the puipose of capturing every func- 
tion of government and administer- 
ing them in the interest of the 
few. j 


They have kept the people in a con- 
tinual ferment of warfare, stirred up 
imaginary hatred annually and pe- 
riodically striven to array the masses 
of the people as contending armies, 
enger almost to shed one another's 
blood rather than to assemble them 
in one solid mass as loving patriots 
of the greatest and most glorious 
country on the face of the 
earth. 


So long have we been in the bondage 
of these institutions that many of 
us are like the slaves of the south, 
who when the shackles were stricken 
from their limbs by the emancipa- 
tion proclamation of the immortal 
Lincoln preferred 
to retain 
them 


rather than turn their faces toward 
freedom. 


"Nothing is plainer to me than 


that we have no need of these organ- 
izations. Not only have we no need 
of them, but they are a positive men- 
ace to the liberties of the 
people, 


and they cannot be longer endured, 
for to suffer them longer is to en- 
courage the evils and invite the ills 
from which the people are eagerly 
trying to flee. Anything, everything 
that tends to separate the 
people 


tends to keep them from loving one 
another; tends to keep them from un- 
derstanding their dependence 
upon 


and need of one another; is antag- 
onistic to the spirit of liberty and 
stands directly athwart the path of 
progress, and the duty of patriots in 
this hour is to sweep every such ob- 
stacle from the face of the earth."

the question of the country's indorse- 
ment of the national administration, 
but that behind the candidacy of 
John B. McLean for the governorship 
of Ohio there is an aspiration for the 
second place on the democratic presi- 
dential ticket with Mr. Bryan, and, 
failing of election, a future contest 
for the United States senatorship 
from Ohio. 


EAGER TO ENTER CAMPAIGN. 
In such a competition Mr. Hanna is 


anxious to participate because it 
means the opening of the national 
campaign of 1900. 


"I do not concede," Mr. Hanna 


said, "that the congressional election 
in the late Representative Eland's 
district in Missouri last week affords 
any test of American sentiment in re- 
lation to national issues, for the elec- 
tion of a democrat was a foregone 
conclusion and the fact that the 
democrats are calling it a test case 
gives ground for the suspicion that 
they made the majority to suit them- 
selves. In Ohio, however, we have 
an opportunity to make an open fight 
and I am anxious to assist all in my 
power in bringing the issue to a suc- 
cessful conclusion.

London, Sept. 5.—The latest news 


received in this city from various 
points in South Africa is vague and 
contradictory.

negotiations between Great Britain 
and the Transvaal than that learned 
yesterday.

Belot explained that the appropria- 
tion would be used only for the re- 
indexing of old books that were re- 
bound. He did not believe that the 
law meant that he should keep old 
records in repair and In the past the 
clerk was not called on to pay for 
this work in the office. 
If n clerk 


were asked to pay this the book« 
would certainly 
go to ruin. 
The 


board finally decided that the allow- 
ance should be made. The council 
also appropriated $100 for a type- 
writer to be used in the clerk's office. 


THE COURT ESTIMATES. 


The estimates for the circuit and

HE ATTENDANCE IS LARGE 


VERY 
ABLE 
INSTRUCTORS 


SUPERINTENDENT YOUNG IS IN 


CHARGE. 


Nearly 300 Allen county teachers 


are in attendance at the annual 
county institute at the Berry street 
M. E. church, and from every pres- 
ent indication the session will be one 
of the most helpful and successful 
ever held. One hundred and forty 
of the teachers are from the district 
schools, and this attendance, while 
very large for the opening sessions 
will be materially increased during 
the week. 


At the opening of the session 


Tuesday morning, Rev. C. C. Cissel 
invoked Divine 'favor and guidance 
upon the gathering. Prof. "William 
Miles, who has charge of the musi- 
cal instruction of the institute, gave 
his first lesson to the teachers. Tin 
value of music in the school roon 
and as a part of the child's education 
is becoming more generally recog 
nized each year, and the teachers 
gathered from Mr. Miles' instructioi 
this morning much that will he ol 
value to them in teaching music in 
their own schools. 
These, lessons 


will be continued during the entire 
session. 


Dr. Aley continued his talks on 


"Arithmetic," and his effort thi: 
morning was particularly devoted ti 
the preparation of the teacher for im 
parting the study to his pupils. H 
believes that in recent years man; 
instructors have lost sight of th 
real value of this branch of study 
There is in most cases enough tim 
devoted to mathematics, but th 
work is often not effective. 
H 


dwelt upon the necessity of thorougi 
preparation upon the part of th 
teacher, and gave a number of idea 
concerning such preparation whicl 
he believed the teacher could adop 
with profit. 


Dr. Aley emphasized the fact tha 


in order to be a good instructor in 
arithmetic, it was neccesaary to hav 
some knowledge of higher nrnthe 
matics. The person who confines hi 
study to arithmetic alone has onl; 
a limited view; he lives in a valley 
On the other hand, he who survey 
the field of arithmetic from th 
helghth of algebra and geometry 
gets a better view of the "valley1 


than he whose range of vision i 
bounded by the low lands. 


After a brief intermission, Dr 


Bryan resumed his lectures on "Chil< 
Psychology," treating 
parti cularl; 


upon the memory and its develop 
ment. His effort is constantly to 
ward a higher development of th 
child, and he said that 65 per cent 
reached merely the first level, whil 
there were bights still beyond whic' 
were in reach of those who would pu 
forth the necessary effort. 


Mr. Bryan believes teachers shouli 


carefully aviod becoming mere enter 
tainers. The pupil should be active 
and entertainment should be resort 
ed to merely as a means of inspira 
tion. 


Professor Adams closed the morn 


ing session -with his subject, "Read 
ing," and his talk was largely alon 
the lines of the proper physical de 
velopment by which best results ar 
obtained. He explained the natur 
and classes of the organs which con 
tribute to correct reading, and gav 
illustrations of proper methods. 


TUESDAY AFTERNOON. 


The oppressively 
warm weathe 


does not affect the interest of th 
teachers, and when the session open 
ed at 1:30 o'clock Professor Mile 
gave his second lesson in music. 


A pleasant surprise was in stori 


for the teachers, when David M 
Geeting, formerly state superintend 
ent of public instructions, was in 
traduced. His arrival was not gen 
erally known, and he gave a mos 
helpful talk upon the teaching o: 
language. 


Dr. Aley, Dr. Bryan and Mr. Ad 


anis followed on the program with a 
continuation of their morning sub 
jects. There are no evening sessions 
of the institute. 


OPENING SESSION. 


The institute was called to ordei 


Monday afternoon by County Super 
intendont Young, who, by virtue of 
his office, is the presiding officer. The 
Linden Male quartet sang two num- 
bers in its always pleasing style, anc 
the institute proceeded to the election 
of C. H. Brown, of Leo, as secretary 
Superintendent Young 
made 
the 


opening address, in which he con- 
gratulated the teachers upon the 
large attendance, called attention to 
the advantages to he secured from 
such gathering, and urged upon eacl 


encher the necessity of malting the 
most of these educational opportuni- 
ies in the preparation for effective 
rork. 
Dr. W. L. Bryan, of the Indiana 


university at Bloomington, was pre- 
ented and introduced his subject of 
Child Psychology," which he is to 
iscuss during the week. Dr. Bryan 
s a master of his subject, and his 
alks cannot foil to be of much value 
o those who have in charge the edu- 
ation of the children. He mentioned 
some of the early influences which 
mould and fashion the young child's 
ducation, and dwelt 
particularly 


upon the value of the control of the 
emotions. Dr. Bryan's talk was of 
on introductory nature, but it led his 
hearers up to an interested 
ex- 


pectancy of the possibilities of the 
subject, which will be brought out 
during the week. 


Dr. Robert I. Aley, also of Indiana 


university, was heard in the first of 
a series of talks upon "Arithmetic.'' 
Dr. Aley has been an instructor at 
previous sessions of the institute'and 
lie was warmly received. Dr. Aley 
announced that in the presentation 
of his subject he intended emphasiz- 
ing neglected points in teaching 
rather than attempting to present 
new ones. He believes in teaching a 
child a comprehensive view of mathe- 
matics rather than to proceed upon 
the theory that each, new principle 
should be comprehended before pro- 
ceeding to the next. Mnny things 
can be thoroughly understood only 
after years of practical experience, 
and he urged that to be able to do 
some things right is of more conse- 
quence 
than 
understanding 
the 


philosophy of doing them. 


W. E. Adams, of the Tort Wayne 


College of Expression, was the clos- 
ing speaker of the afternoon, and he 
gave a preliminary talk preparatory 
to taking up his subject of "Read- 
Ing." He believes in developing the 
individuality of every child, and 
made a strong plea for the encourag- 
ment of the dull or slow pupil. Mr. 
Adams closed by reading "Little 
Boy Blue" in a charming manner. 


ACTED AS SPY FOR GERMANS 


ROLE OF AN UNITED STATES 


VICE CONSUL. 


Oflicinls of State Department Now 


Interested in Stories Told of 


Alvin Florschultz. 


Washington, Sept. 5.—The officials 


of the state department have been 
much interested in the 
remarkable 


story of the artist Bentheim at At- 
lanta of his connection with the Ger- 
man secret service The point in his 
narrative that particularly attracts 
attention at the state department is 
the allegation that the United States' 
deputy and vice-consul at Sonnen- 
berg has been serving as a German 
agent to convey secrets relative to 
war material stolen from the French 
government and that the official has 
used the United States consulate and 
the official letter-heads and envelopes 
of the consulate to further his ends. 


The records of the department show 


that Alvin Florschultz was appointed 
vice and deputy United States consul 
at Sonnenberg in 1888. He had been 
connected with the banking business 
in the town and resigned the place 
of cashier of one of the largest of 
the banks to accept the position in 
the consulate. 
His record is excep- 


tionally good. When the consulate 
was removed from Sonnenberg 
to 


Coblenz Florschultz went along. He 
has given satisfaction at every point 
and has frequently discharged the 
duties of consul during the absence 
of that official. 
He still holds his 


place. Inquiry made into the accur- 
acy of the detailed statements made 
by Bentheim appears to confirm most 
of them. His claim that he was a 
soldier in the 202d New York regi- 
ment and discharged in Washington 
is borne out by the war department 
records. 
Notwithstanding this, the 


officials of the state department dis- 
credit Bentheim's statements, though 
now that they have been given such 
publicity, it may be found expedient 
to quietly investigate the matter.

tyranny, we deplore that the vices 
if our boasted civilization have pre- 
ceded the light of the gospel to those 
fair islands of the sea. We believe 
it bur duty as a church to enter these 
needy fields nnd assist in counteract- 
ing these evil influences and saving 
the people unto God. 


'Resolved, That we denounce t,hc 


decision of Attorney General Griggs, 
relative to the anti-canteen law as r, 
bold misinterpretation of the senti- 
ment of the law—the specific purpose 
for which it was enacted is thereby 
ignored, the saloon clement is fa- 
vored, the stability of our govern- 
ment threatened and the morals of 
our brave boys in blue imperiled. 
We protest in strongst terms against 
such high-handed work and 
most j 


earnestly hope that the president 
will give it proper attention. 


'Resolved, That in the interest of 


the home, of civilization and of 
Ihrsitittiiity we declare our opposi- 
tion to the seating of Brigham H. 
Roberts, 
congressman-elect 
from 


Utah, which would be a practical 
recognition of Mormonism as a po- 
litical factor in our government.''

tality, a resolution on Sabbath ob- 
servance nnti a resolution for in-

the golden rule, shall we begin to 


;;ilize the glories that await us as 
people, ns n state, nnd ns n nation. 


In the families of the rich we have 


>o little poverty, in the families of 


—ie poor too much poverty, with the 
result that there is discontent nnd 
unlmppiness on the one hand nnd 
misery and wretchedness 
on 
the 


"ther. We are a nation of mammon 
'orshipers. Gold has been our god. 
Get* nnd 'keep' have been the first 
ind last words of our national pliil- 
isophy, and we havo pursued this 
lolicy until we are well nigh face to 
'nee with disaster. Only the patriot- 
sin of the common people has saved 
us; only their love for one another 
*i:is saved ns and our beloved nation 
'rom calamity. The same force that 
ins saved us from calamity will lead 
js to freedom, to liberty nnd to a 
realization of our unity and equality 
foreshadowed by the founders of the 
government in the declaration of in- 
lependcnce. 


"The most serious obstacles in the 


vny of the realization of the dreams 
jf these patriots have been those 
agencies whose only 
purpose has 


seen to separate the people, nnd to 
strive to mnke the people, naturally 
loving, just nnd kind, hate one an- 
other, instead of teaching them to 
love one another. 
These 
agencies 


!\re the political parties organized for 
the purpose of capturing every func- 
tion of government and administer- 
ing them in the interest of the few. \ 
They have kept the people in a con- 
tinual ferment of warfare, stirred up 
imaginary hatred annually and pe- 
riodically striven to array the masses 
of the people ns contending armies, 
eager n Imost to shed one another's 
blood rather than to assemble them 
in one solid mass as loving patriots 
of the greatest and most glorious 
country on the face of the 
earth. 


So long have we been in the bondage 
of these institutions that many of 
us are like the slaves of the south, 
who when the shackles were stricken 
from their limbs by the emancipa- 
tion proclamation of the immortal 
Lincoln preferred

"Nothing is plainer to me than 


that we have no need of these organ- 
izations.

Labor must continue to de- 
serve and win tho esteem of those 
within the'folds of its protection, ns 
well as those who depend upon it 
and by study and intelligent action 
be ready to grasp all opportunities 
in its favor.

Great Britain and the United States

Nego- 
tiations now In progress* relate only 
to minor questions growing out of 
the definition of the line. 


The prospective settlement of the 


boundary question is due to conces- 
sions made not only by Great Brit- 
ain, but by this government also. 


Secretary Hay has won in the mat- 


ter of excluding Canada from tlu. 
Lynn canal, but a port of entry on 
the canal will be given should the 
final settlement fail to give Canada 
a permanent harbor. The secretary 
\irts also boon successful in keeping 
the British to the north of the vil- 
lage of Kluckwan, though It is sal- 
he has agreed to the placing of the 
line just above the village instead of 
four miles beyond, as originally de- 
manded.
